Chief Roderick aC the State 
De- 


partment of Mlnoe, whoso bill for tho 
more stringent regulation or coal min- 
ing In Pennsylvania wus defeated In 
the last Legislature, chiefly becauoe 
tho Connellsvlllo opertttors made earn- 
est protest agulnat It ou the score tAat 
the existing mine laws were aufuclunt 
for nil purposes If they aro properly 
enforced, la going to take the opera- 
tors at their word. Ha has Inuuod a 
circular letter to the Inspectors com- 
manding that the taw be henceforth 
rlglcll> unforced without fear or favor. 


Chief Roderick began this reform by 


shifting tho mine. Inspectors about. 
Hu adds to It by directing the inspec- 
tors to set) that tho mines have amplo 
\cutllutlon; that explashes aro con- 
fined to those approved by the Pitts- 
burg testing station; that Ihu use o( 
black powder Is eliminated In all non- 
gaseous mines whcrolu it may scorn 
to bo of doubtful safet> ; that electric 
wlrfl» be removed from mines nhara 
locked safety lamps are required; and, 
finally, that the operators be compell- 
ed to sprluklo alt dusty mines

KILLING STORIES VARY. 


Naval Board Hears Much Contradic- 


tory Testimony. 


Annapolis, Md., July 2S.—The re- 


markable variance In the testimony 
of Bomo ot the navul officer* who uro 
witnesses before the court of I mini ry 
which tii investigating the circum- 
stances surrounding the death of Licit- 
ttmnnl James N. Button, won em- 
phoaUed by contradictory ov',«onc» sis 
to Die location of the bullet wound 
which caused the young Orugonlun'a 
death. 


The question ot tlje locution of the 


wound hail assumed Importance tn tho 
face of other evidence given, ns It 
would appear that It would havo been 
ft much more difficult matter for But- 
ton to have shot hlmuolf, lying prone 
on the ground with three men on top 
of him, If tho bullet entered the top 
of his skull, a* Surgeon George Pink- 
roll, In charge ot the marine hospital 
nt that,time, who examined Button's 
body, testified It did. 


Awkward Dimonatratlon In Court. 
Colonel Charles A. Doyen, com- 


mandant ot marine*- at that time, 
testified that .he examined Button's 
body Immediately after the shooting, 
felt tho wound In his bend and that 
It was located on tho right side u 
tittle behind and on u lino with the 
top of tho ear. Dr.. Plckrell thought 
Button might have Inflicted tho wound 
upon himself, OH ho described It, but 
ho made an unconvincing and awk- 
want demonstration In court with the 
revolver and a free right arm to get 
the weapon In a position which would 
havo sent the bullet Into his head at 
the point where he testified It entered 
Sutton's head. 


Lieutenant Wilt Ing made an ob- 


stinate and unsatisfactory 
witness 


under 
cross-examination. The few 


discrepancies which Mr. Davla drew 
from him by reading tho record of 
hln description of the scene of tho 
shooting ot tho former Inquiry wero 
reudlly conceded by Lieutenant Will- 
ing with the remark that ho testified 
from the host of his recollection ou 
both occasions. 


What 
Became of Revolvers? 


Mr. Dnvls tried to find out from nil 


tho wltnesKos what became ot Silt- 
ton's two revolvers following tho 
shooting. Colonel Doyen testified that 
ho saw them and ordered Lieutenant 
Willing to take charge of them, but: 
ho did not know what became of thorn 
until they finally got Into his hands at 
the loquost. 


Sergeant James DaHart of the 


marine corps testified that somo of- 
doer at the scene of the shooting 
banded him a revolver with the curt 
Command to "take this." It was dark 
and he could not see who the officer 
was. Oellart soon afterward threw 
the revolver Into tho bushes on bin 
way to the barracks and on going out 
to look for it next morning could not 
find It, he testified. 


Not only did Sergeant DeHart con- 


tradict the testimony ot nil the of- 
ficers of marines who have given 
evidence as to !ho Identity, of those 
who wore holding Lieutenant Button 
down when ho was shot, In that he 
positively dmlod helping to do this, 
but he dMlared that he, did not touch 
Lieutenant Button at any time.
